Premiers Clark, 
Redford talk joint 
energy export plan 


Gateway. Leaders 
scheduled to publicly 
discuss progress Nov. 5 


British Columbia Premier 
Christy Clark and Alberta’s Ali¬ 
son Redford have appointed 
a team of senior bureaucrats 
to develop an energy export 
plan, barely a year after a high- 
profile disagreement over the 
proposed Northern Gateway 
pipeline strained the two lead¬ 
ers’ relationship. 

Clark and Redford are 


scheduled to publicly discuss 
the progress of the joint energy 
plan on Nov. 5 in Vancouver fol¬ 
lowing the Alberta premier’s 
address to the city’s Board of 
Trade. A final report is due on 
Dec. 31. 

The premiers are attempting 
to move past their veiy public 
clash over the Northern Gate¬ 
way pipeline, which was the 
subject of a meeting in Calgaiy 
last October that Clark later de¬ 
scribed as “frosty.” 

Clark had insisted the 
project must meet a series of 
conditions, including strict 


environmental standards and 
assurances that B.C. would 
receive a “fair share” of the 
economic benefits, to win her 
approval, which prompted 
Redford to suggest Clark was 
attempting to pick Alberta’s 
pockets. But a joint statement 
issued Tuesday was the latest 
sign that relations between the 
two premiers are wanning. 

The Alberta-B.C. working 
group has been given a man¬ 
date to share information, col¬ 
laborate on policy and address 
federal gaps on energy issues.

Two more 
penguins die 
at Calgary Zoo 

Two more penguins have 
died of unrelated illnesses 
at the Calgaiy Zoo, and 
veterinarians are taking 
precautions with at least 
nine more tuxedo-clad 
birds bound for the facility. 

The zoo announced 
Alcemi, a three-year-old 
Gentoo penguin, died 
of heart failure Monday 
related to avian malaria. 

Zoo officials classi¬ 
fied the infection as the 
“second biggest killer of 
penguins in captivity,” and 
noted it’s the first such 
case in this part of North 
America. 

Dr. Doug Whiteside, a 
senior veterinarian, said 
a wet summer and June’s 
historic floods likely ex¬ 
posed the animals to more 
mosquitoes canying the 
parasite. 

Two Humboldt pen¬ 
guins died in August, and 
Whiteside suggested the 
cases may be linked as 
they all shared the same 
outdoor exhibit. 

In a separate incident, 
Eduardo, a three-and-a-half- 
year-old male Humboldt 
penguin, died Sunday 
of aspergillosis, a fungal 
infection of the respiratoiy 
system. 

The infection is one 
of the most common 
causes of death in both 
captive and wild penguins. 
However, the flood that 
swamped the riverside fa¬ 
cility may have also played 
a role in that case. 

“With the floods we 
had in Calgary we certainly 
know that the fungal load 
all around Calgaiy has 
increased,” Whiteside said. 

“That’s probably why 
we’re seeing outbreaks.”

New tracking tool 
for ETS riders 


Transit. ETS launches 
real-time digital 
departure signs at two 
busy transit centres 


Transit riders using the U of 
A or West Edmonton Mall 
transit centres may have no¬ 
ticed the new bus tracking 
tool made available Tuesday. 

The ETS Live departures 
signs display real-time de¬ 
partures for buses on routes 
111 and 128, and scheduled 
times for other routes oper¬ 
ating out of these busy ter¬ 
minals. 

“We chose these routes 


because they serve post-sec¬ 
ondary institutions and oper¬ 
ate out of a single garage. It 
simplified the launch,” said 
ETS director of technology 
and information manage¬ 
ment, Lorna Stewart. 

Using Smart Bus GPS tech¬ 
nology, ETS will track drivers 
in real-time en route, and re¬ 
fresh departures signs every 
30 seconds. Those same de¬ 
tails will be available on the 
ETS Live Bus Finder mobile 
feature in a few weeks, ac¬ 
cording to Stewart. 

“I use this bus stop for 
work and shopping. It’ll 
be a lot easier than digging 
through my purse for my cell 
phone,” said regular rider, 


Jennifer Ball, upon noticing 
the departures sign. 

“I don’t usually have my 
cell phone on me, so I like 
this,” said frequent ETS user 
Michelle Bruno. 

Stewart said depending 
on how many new buses 
with Smart Bus technology 
come into the fleet in com¬ 
ing months, the service may 
expand to include route 7 
this winter. In the mean¬ 
time, ETS is asking for cus¬ 
tomer feedback on the initial 
two departures boards. 

“It’s phase one for ETS 
Live. We’re giving these 
boards a try — if we get a 
good response we’ll look 
at expanding their use,”

With less than a week to 
go, Kerry Diotte isn’t pay¬ 
ing attention to donor lists, 
polls or any other part of 
this mayoral horse race. 

Diotte insists he will 
be the winner next Mon¬ 
day night, because he has 
aligned himself with what 
the people are looking for 
and what they are telling 
him at the doorsteps. 

“We are representing the 
agenda of Edmontonians,” 
he said during an editorial 
board meeting with Metro 
Tuesday. 


He said while door- 
knocking, residents have 
consistently told him about 
the poor state of the city’s 
roads, the pain of rising 
taxes and the arena deal. 

“Those are the issues. I 
don’t need to do a poll,” said 
Diotte. 

He said the other major 
candidates in the race were 
ignoring those issues and 
talking about grand visions 
instead. 

“Their agendas are not 
Edmontonians’ agendas. 
They are not. They have 
their own,” he said. 

He said he has become 
more aggressive with his 
opponents in the last week, 
because he believes they are 
moving onto his turf. 

“I am concerned that 
they are trying to take over 
some of the issues that 
we’ve owned,” he said, not¬ 
ing debt and roads as the 
primary targets. 

Diotte said when he de¬ 
cided to run for mayor it 
was because he didn’t think

he could change the city 
from his council seat. 

“I was an outsider in 
the last council and I just 
thought, ‘I can’t do this,”’ he 
said. “I decided I am either 
going to be the leader or I’m 
not coming back to a city 
council where their agenda 
is to keep hiking taxes.” 

He said he had mo¬ 
tions to reduce printing 
costs and reduce the num¬ 
ber of consultants the city 
hires, as well as proposing 
smaller increases to the po¬ 
lice budget, but he didn’t 
have support from fellow 
councillors. 

Diotte said he hasn’t 
identified a specific project 
or programs the city would 
have to cut, because he 
thinks that is a decision of 
council. 

If he’s elected next week, 
Diotte believes it will be on 
a tide of public sentiment 
that other councillors will 
have to take note of and 
respect his move towards a 
leaner city. 

He said he hasn’t even 
considered what will hap¬ 
pen next if he isn’t elected. 

“The public wants a dif¬ 
ferent direction. I have 
to stand up for what they 
want. I have to be all in,” he 
said.

Youth and heft triumphed at 
the Booker Prize on Tuesday, as 
28-year-old Ontario-bom, New 
Zealand-based author Eleanor 
Catton won the fiction award 
for The Luminaries, an ambi¬ 
tious 832-page murder mysteiy 
set during the 19th-centuiy. 

The choice should give 
heart to young authors of over¬ 
sized tales. Catton is the young¬ 
est writer to win the prestigious 
award — and her novel is easily 
the longest Booker champion.

Catton received her tro¬ 
phy, which comes with a 
50,000-pound ($83,000) cheque, 
from Camilla, the Duchess of 
Cornwall, during a dinner cere¬ 
mony at London’s medieval 
Guildhall.

Gigantic 
oarfish a 
rare find 

The legend continues. 

According to research 
institute, the discovery 
is the longest bony fish 
in the world 


A marine science instructor 
snorkelling off the Southern 
California coast spotted some¬ 
thing out of a fantasy novel: 
The silveiy carcass of an 18-foot- 
long (five-metre-long), serpent¬ 
like oarfish. 

Jasmine Santana of the 
Catalina Island Marine Institute 
needed more than 15 helpers 
to drag the giant sea creature to 
shore on Sunday. 

Staffers at the institute are 
calling it the discoveiy of a life¬ 
time. 

“We’ve never seen a fish this 
big,” said Mark Waddington, 
senior captain of the Tole Mour, 
CIMI’s sail training ship. “The 
last oarfish we saw was three 
feet long.” 

Because oarfish dive more 
than 3,000 feet (914 metres) 
deep, sightings of the creatures 
are rare and they are largely un¬ 
studied, according to CIMI. 

The obscure fish apparently 
died of natural causes. Tissue 
samples and video footage were 
sent to be studied by biologists

Santana spotted something 
shimmering about 30 feet (nine 
metres) deep while snorkelling 
during a staff trip in Toyon Bay 
at Santa Catalina Island. 

“She said, ‘I have to drag this 
thing out of here or nobody will 
believe me,”’ Waddington said. 

After she dragged the car¬ 
cass by the tail for more than 75 
feet (23 metres), staffers waded 
in and helped her bring it to

The drink remains the 
No. 2 soda in the U.S., but 
the company still sells twice 
as much regular Coke as Diet 
Coke.

A Vancouver luxury hotel placed an ad 
seeking unpaid interns to bus tables 
last month , igniting public outcry. 

Now, several interns have complained 
they aren't gaining necessary experi¬ 
ence performing menial jobs. 

Her internship had nothing to do with 
her hopes and dreams to work in the 
hotel and hospitality industry. 

When she one day applies for 
a career job, and puts down her 
experience as "I am great at changing 
sheets, cleaning toilets and disposing 
of used condoms," will that help? 

What happened to her and many 
other interns is not right and it is not 
fair. The only hope she and many 


have is to suck it up and hope to make 
some kind of contact that can help 
them in the future. 

But with four interns per year 
(one every three months), over two 
year period (assumed length of the 
program she is studying) how many 
interns is she now competing with? 

And all are relying on the same 
contact or several contacts at the 
same place.

Taylor Swift. On the 
heels of a record-setting 
sixth songwriter-artist of 
the year award, star says 
her next album is taking 
a ‘different turn’ 


Songwriting is the topic of the 
moment for Taylor Swift. The 
23-year-old pop star was hon¬ 
oured for a record sixth time 
as songwriter-artist of the year 
by the Nashville Songwriters 
Association International, sur¬ 
passing guys like Vince Gill and 
Alan Jackson. She earned the 
award with 14 hits in the top 
30 over the last year, a tribute 
to the popularity of her fourth 
album, Red. 

As Swift accepts the award, 
she’s six months deep in the 
songwriting process for her 
next album. “I think the goal 
for the next album is to con¬ 
tinue to change, and never 
change in the same way twice,” 
the seven-time Grammy win¬ 
ner said. “How do I write these 
figurative diaiy entries in ways 
that I’ve never written them 
before and to a sonic backdrop 
that I’ve never explored be¬ 
fore? It’s my fifth album, which 
is crazy to think about, but I 
think what I’m noticing about 
it so far is it’s definitely taking 
a different turn than anything 
I’ve done before.” 


Swift sat down for an inter¬ 
view after the ribbon-cutting 
on the new $4-million US Tay¬ 
lor Swift Education Center at 
the Country Music Hall of Fame 
and Museum in her adopted 
hometown of Nashville. 

Next month you leave on a 
stadium tour of Australia, 
making you the first female 
solo performer to tour that 
country since Madonna 20 
years ago. Madonna was the 
top pop star in the world at 
the time. Do you see yourself 
as that kind of pop star? 

I would never see myself that 
way. I see myself as kind of 
this girl who writes songs in 
her bedroom. You can kind of 
dress it up all you want and 
you can put together an amaz¬ 
ing theatrical production; you 
can become a better performer 
as time goes by, and you can 
tiy to excite people, but I’m 
always going to be a girl who 
writes songs in her bedroom 
in my own personal percep¬ 
tion of myself.

This weekend actress Chloe 
Grace Moretz will recreate 
one of the most famous se¬ 
quences from 1970s cinema. 

Years after the release of 
the 1976 Brian De Palma- 
directed Carrie, the movie’s 
impact was summed up by 
Esquire, who wrote, “Like any 
top-tier, truly unforgettable 
scene in cinema (it’s) so well- 
known that you don’t even 
have to see it to know it.” 

The image of the teen- 
aged Carrie (Sissy Spacelc), 
the victim of a cruel practical 
joke, dressed in her best 
prom queen outfit, wide eyed 


as pig’s blood covers her, 
dripping from the fake jewels 
on her tiara, has been refer¬ 
enced in everything from the 
sitcom Roseanne — daughter 
Darlene says the only way 
she would go to the prom is 
if she was the one sitting in 
the rafters with a bucket of 
pig’s blood — to the X-Files, 
Mysteiy Science Theater 
3000, Scream, Gilmore Girls 
and even Veronica Mars. 

The gore soaked scene also 
provided the inspiration for a 
sequel called The Rage: Carrie 
2. In this unintentionally 
funny B-movie Rachel (Emily 
Bergl) is another high-school¬ 
er with the ability to make 
objects fly and explode with 
her mind. 

“Do not attempt to sit 
through this movie without 
a hefty supply of psycho- 
pharmaceutical drugs,” 
warned one critic. 

Marginally better was 
Carrie, a 2002 television film 
meant to serve as a pilot 
for a proposed series. But 
that involved making some 
sweeping changes to the plot, 
including having Carrie sur¬ 
vive the high school carnage 


and final run-in with her 
unstable mother. Bad reviews 
and poor ratings doomed this 
to the DVD delete bins. From 
the screen to the stage, Carrie 
provided the source material 
for an ill-conceived 1988 
Broadway musical and several 
spoofs, including Scarrie! The 
Musical and Carrie’s Facts of 
Life, a mash-up of Stephen 
King’s story and the sitcom 
The Facts of Life. 

All singing, all dancing 
versions of Carrie’s humilia¬ 
tion aside, the original film 
remains a horror touchstone, 
but don’t expect the new 
remake to be a carbon copy. 

“The script is totally dif¬ 
ferent from the (original),” 
Moretz told ET Online. “It’s 
more like the book. It’s a 
more Black Swan version — it 
messes with your mind.” 

One thing is for sure. 

There will be blood — pig’s 
blood. 

Judy Greer, who plays 
Miss Desjardin in the new 
film, says the prom scene is 
“amazeballs,” adding, “It’s 
really totally jarring and 
creepy but also, in a strange 
way, gorgeous.”

Sleek, chic and sexy. This is 
a city that’s got a lot on the 
go, and it’s consistently one 
of the top draws for Can¬ 
adians looking for a place in 
the sun with a bit of attitude. 
Whether it’s clubbing in a 
brilliant turquoise Art Deco 
building in South Beach or 
doffing your duds at one of 
the few legal nude beaches in 
the U.S., this is a town with 
something for eveiyone. 


Sleeping 

The Soho Beach House, a 
few blocks north of South 
Beach, is cooler than the 
other side of the pillow 
on a winter camping trip 
in Yellowknife. There’s a 
rooftop bar with perfectly 
weathered chairs, a sleek 
restaurant under the trees, 
a glam pool with striped 
blue and white cushions 
and it’s right on Miami 
Beach. The lobby screams 


urban cool, and they also 
get cheeky with Cowshed 
toiletries that have names 
like Horny Cow and Knack¬ 
ered Cow. Uptown in Sunny 
Isles, not far from the shops 
of Aventura Mall, is Sole 
on the Ocean, which has 
a Miami Vice meets Bra¬ 
zil and Russia vibe, thanks 
to the shoppers who flock 
here. The bar is modern 
and glassy and they have a 
cozy pool and nice cabanas. 
Rooms go from around $325 
a night at the Soho Beach 
House in October, while 
you can grab Sole for $216 
a night and up. 

Dining 

Just steps from trendy Lin¬ 
coln Road on Lenox Avenue, 
Yardbird is a gem for south¬ 
ern food. There’s a nice 
patio, and inside you’ll find 
a warm decor with an open 
kitchen and chalkboard 
signs that extol the virtues 
of bacon. The fried chicken 
is moist and tender and 
served on superbly fluffy bis¬ 
cuits with honey and sweet 
pepper jelly. The kale salad 
comes with shaved cheddar, 
apples, onion and “moon¬ 
shine soaked” raisins. Back 
up in Sunny Isles, Timo has 
a wood oven for pizza and 
does a flavourful fennel and 
arugula salad with oranges, 
figs and a pistachio vinai¬ 


grette. The pastry chef makes 
an incredible genoise cheese 
flan topped with vanilla ice 
cream and toasted coconut 
in a pool of salted caramel 
with a chocolate drizzle. The 
News Cafe in South Beach 
(open 24 hours) is a great 
spot for lunch or breakfast 
and has two-for-one happy 
hours Monday to Friday from 
4 to 7 p.m. 


Drinking 

The Clevelander Hotel is a 
1938 Art Deco beauty that 
spouts loud music more or 
less all day, with dancing 
girls gyrating inches from 
the sidewalk. It’s said to 
be the highest-grossing bar 
in Florida. At Soho Beach 
House opt for the Picante de 
la Casa, with tequila, lime, 
cilantro and agave, topped 


with a red chile pepper for 
a smoky kick. Yardbird has 
bourbons you might never 
see in Canada. 

Doing 

Take a tour from the Art Deco 
visitors centre at 10th and 
Ocean to check out sleek de¬ 
signs and to learn steamy de¬ 
tails about the private lives of 
Hollywood stars. 
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A few simple substitutions take 
hummus from Middle East to Italy 



What would happen if hum¬ 
mus had been invented in 
Italy, rather than the Middle 
East? 

Answer the question with 
this simple reimagining of 
the classic chickpea puree. 

It’s not as discordant as 
you might think. Many of the 
same flavour profiles can be 
found across both Italian and 
Middle Eastern cuisines. 

Which makes sense, given 
relative geographic proxim¬ 
ity. Even the ingredients and 
technique have common 
ground. 

Italians make generous 
use of chickpeas and lemons 
— both essential to classic 
hummus. Though in the case 
of chickpeas, Italians tend to 
use them more often in soups 
and pastas than in spreads. 

And when they do make 
spreads, they often reach for 
other beans, such as favas. 
While traditional hummus 
relies on tahini (ground sesa¬ 
me seeds) to add richness, 
Italians probably would be 


more inclined to reach for 
pine nuts. 

So with those substitu¬ 
tions in mind, this delicious 
Italian-style hummus is 
topped with diced tomatoes 
spiked with balsamic vinegar. 

1. In a food processor, com¬ 
bine the beans, half of the 
garlic, pine nuts, lemon zest 
and juice, and 1 tablespoon 
of the rosemaiy. Process until 
chunky smooth. 

2. With the processor run¬ 
ning, drizzle in the olive oil 
until the hummus reaches a 
smooth, silky texture. Taste, 
then season with salt and

Did you think about the effect 
your tattoos might have on 
your career?

I 
think that no matter what kind 
of job you are interviewing 
for (whether you are allowed 
to show your tattoos or not), 
dressing formal is simply a 
sign of respect. It shows the 
potential employer that this is 


something you thought about, 
you have come prepared, and 
you took yourself out of your 
eveiyday life and into the world 
of employment. I have inter¬ 
viewed for many casual and for¬ 
mal attire jobs and I never let 
the day-to-day attire influence 
my interview wear. 

If you could give one piece of 
advice to job seekers who are 
considering getting tattoos, 
what would it be? 

Tattoos are a small part of a big 
picture. We can’t predict the fu¬ 
ture but if an individual thinks 
that a tattoo is going to make 
them happy, then do it. Who is 
to say what we will regret in the 
future and what we won’t?

Tips for individuals 
on how to approach a 
mass job hunt 


Whether they’re held in 
malls, on campuses or in 
convention centres, career 
fairs offer a one-stop shop 
for job seekers to connect 
with multiple recruiters 
under one roof. 

Yet with the prospect of 
meeting dozens of employ¬ 
ers, some may be unsure 
how to tailor their typical 
approach within a large- 
scale setting. 

How can individuals pre¬ 
pare for career fairs and dis¬ 
tinguish themselves among 
a crowded crop of equally 
eager job-seekers? Here are 
a few tips. 

Determine the motivation 
for attending 

It seems obvious and inher¬ 
ent in the event title: job 
fairs are for landing jobs, 
right? Well, not necessarily 
for everyone — or at least 
not initially. 

Patsy Valenzuela is the 
supervisor of career and em¬ 
ployment development at 
Mount Royal University in 
Calgary. The school organiz¬ 
es smaller, program-specific 
networking events during 
the year in addition to a 
campus-wide fair in March 
for students seeking sum¬ 
mer, full-time and graduate- 
level employment. 

While securing a job may 
be the ultimate goal, Valen¬ 
zuela said some people may 
have other motivations for 
attending fairs at first, like 
trying to gather more infor¬ 
mation about a particular 
company or their field of 
interest. 

“It could be more of an 
exploration — you just want 
to build some contacts, or

for some people, you just 
want to practise some inter¬ 
view skills and meeting 
people,” she said. “That’s a 
really great way to do that 
because it’s a safe environ¬ 
ment where you can prac¬ 
tise networking and introdu¬ 
cing yourself and all of those 
techniques. 

“I think if you’re a job 
seeker, it’s important to 
know what is your goal in 
attending, and what do you 
want to get out of attending, 
and then prepare accord¬ 
ingly.” 

Keep your ears open 

Busy exhibitor booths can 
leave individuals idling as 
they wait to speak with 
designated representatives. 
But Valenzuela said the 
time spent queuing up for 
a chance to chat can still be 
put to effective use. 

“There’s a lot to be said 
for listening and watching 
as well. There’s a lot of times 
where there’s lineups and 
you definitely don’t want to 
interrupt, but you might get 
a lot out of the information 
coming out of those conver¬ 
sations — information you 
can use,” she said. 

“Definitely take notes 
because the fairs are busy. 
There’s so many people, so 
many conversations, you 
might not remember who 
you spoke to or what infor¬ 
mation you learned. So it’s 
going to be really important

Sean Edwards, a promising 
British driver, died Tuesday 
in a crash during training.

Review. Sandwiched 
between the long-gone 
SVT Lightning and the off¬ 
road SVT Raptor, the new 
Tremor may be the best 
of both worlds

Move over SVT Raptor be¬ 
cause the Ford Tremor sport 
truck wants a piece of the ac¬ 
tion. 

But instead of muscling its 
way into the specialty truck 
categoiy, the more modestly 
powered and sized pickup 
aims to win friends with on¬ 
road street smarts — and not 
just off-road ability — as well 
as livable fuel efficiency. 

Pickup trucks are as much 
about style and image as 
passenger cars. In fact the 
convergence of the two auto¬ 
motive genres over the past 
few decades has been quite 
remarkable. Originally little 
more than a bench seat and a 
box, the once humble pickup 
can now be found clothed in 
fancy sheetmetal, gussied up 
in the finest of interior trim 
and accessories and revved 
up with enough horsepower 
to plant you in your seat. 

Ford’s F-150-based Raptor 
that’s now entering its fourth 
year of production has been a 
surprise hit at a time when all 
other pickup makers — Ford 
included — have been try¬ 
ing their best to reduce their 
truck’s appetite for fuel. But 
whereas the Raptor’s image 
is as a dune-bashing desert 


rat, the Tremor takes a differ¬ 
ent approach. It’s veiy much 
a street truck, just like the 
2000-2004 SVT Lightning, 
packaged up with equipment 
and accessories that collect¬ 
ively give it a unique flavour. 

It’s also only available as a 
short-wheelbase, regular-cab 
model fitted with the short¬ 
est available box. The result is 
not as useful as an extended- 
cab F-150 or a four-door crew 
cab, but it makes the Tremor 
lighter on its feet and in a 
way that actually seems more 
purpose-built, just like the 
short-box, regular-cab Light¬ 
ning of old. 

To give the Tremor its 
solid-citizen demeanor, Ford 
opted not to take the V8 
route (the Lightning had a 
supercharged 5.4-litre unit) 
and instead installed a twin- 
turbocharged 3.5-litre V6 that 
produces 365 horsepower 
and 420 pound-feet of torque 
at 2,500 r.p.m. 

Those aren’t exactly weak- 
kneed stats — they’re about 
the same as the Lightning, 
actually — and they clearly 
indicate that the “EcoBoost” 
V6 will give a good account¬ 
ing of itself from a standing 
start, especially with the 
4.10:1 rear-axle gear. The 
powertrain can be optioned 
with an electronic locking 
rear differential that reduces 
wheel slippage, especially 
when accelerating from a 
dead stop. 

The Tremor also domin¬ 
ates the much larger and 
heavier SVT Raptor’s 16.5/11.0 
fuel economy. 

Also looking good is the 
Tremor’s interior, where Ford 
has tossed out the regular

The rear-wheel-drive Tremor 
should deliver in the 
neighbourhood of 131/100 
km city and 9.31/100 km 
highway. Those unofficial 
estimates will suffer a bit 
with optional four-wheel- 
drive and will likely take a 
real beating in the hands of 
buyers who actually drive 
the Tremor the way it’s 
intended. 


The Tremor’s distinguish¬ 
ing exterior features begin 
with an appearance pack¬ 
age that includes a blaclced- 
out grille insert, darkened 
headlight and taillight cov¬ 
ers, chromed exhaust tip 
and black 20-inch wheels 
with Pirelli Scorpion tires. 



cab’s standard cloth-covered 
bench seat and installed twin 
buckets covered in tasteful 
leather with faux suede in¬ 
serts and contrasting piping. 
In addition, there’s an in¬ 
dustrial-looking floor shifter 
integrated with a generously 
sized console. 

Included as standard is 
MyFordTouch communica¬ 
tions and infotainment sys¬ 


tem (run by a touchscreen). 

With a guesstimated start¬ 
ing price in the mid-$40,000 
range, including destination 
charges (about $15,000 shy 
of the SVT Raptor), the well- 
equipped Tremor is a pretty 
appealing vehicle that just 
might catch on with pickup 
buyers looking for some show 
and go, as opposed to owning 
a straight-up work truck.

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Common issues 


Shoppers are advised to 
check the condition of the 
brakes on the TSX they’re 
considering, as owners have 
reported premature brake 
wear somewhat frequently. 
A loud clunking noise when 
coming to a stop, or when 
just taking off, could be the 
result of an issue with the 
TSX’s front-end, possibly re¬ 
lating to a ball-joint or strut 
assembly. If in doubt, have a 
mechanic get the TSX you’re 
considering in the air for 
a check of the suspension. 
Electronics checks should 
include the remote key fobs, 
the trunk release, all inter¬ 
ior illumination, and the 


memoiy seating function. 

Be sure to check that both 
headlights are functional, 
as a burned-out xenon bulb 
can be relatively pricey to 
replace. Though somewhat 
rare and dependent on 
driver skill and habits, there 
is some discussion of clutch 
failure at low miles within 
the TSX owner’s commun¬ 
ity. Ensure the clutch, if 
equipped, isn’t slipping 
or worn out on the model 
you’re considering. Driving 
at highway speed, “feel” the 
TSX for signs of vibration 
from the front of the car, 
possibly through the steer¬ 
ing wheel. If you note any, 
an out-of-balance driveshaft 
might be the culprit.

The verdict 


The TSX seems affected 
mainly by issues that’ll 
be easy to diagnose and 
“feel” on a test-drive, 
and seems pleasantly 
free of major driveline 
and suspension-related 
problems. If the brakes, 
clutch and electronics 
on the model you’re con¬ 
sidering check out, the 
TSX is a model that can 
be bought with relative 
confidence where fuel 
mileage, sporty handling 
and an upscale driving 
experience are priorities.

So many new features and 
functions are being baked 
into modern vehicles today 
that sometimes even really 
remarkable ones get over¬ 
looked or lost in the shuffle. 

Especially if they’re really 
tiny — the kind you could 
metaphorically sit on by 
mistake. As such, I would 
like to draw your attention 
to something small but big 
on Hyundai’s flagship, the 
Equus. The big sedan was up¬ 
dated for 2014 and received a 
slew of new technologies and 
features. Among them were 
Blind-Spot Detection and a 
Heads-Up Display (HUD). 

Now, both these features 
are cool enough, but certainly 
not NASA-like. What’s unique 
and exciting is that Equus is 
the first vehicle ever to com¬ 
bine the two. It’s like Bert 
and Ernie: Separately, they’re 
funny, but together they can 
blow your comedy mind. 

For those not familiar with 
Heads Up Display, it is a tech¬ 
nology first developed for 
militaiy aircraft. Information 
is projected right onto the 
windshield, so pilots could 
keep their “head up” and 
look forward, and not down 
and around, to where all the 


gauges are located. The HUD 
data is small and transparent, 
so you can see through it. It 
doesn’t affect forward vision. 

The need to keep “heads 
up” is not as crucial in auto¬ 
mobiles, but putting stuff like 
vehicle speed and navigation 
directions in a HUD is wildly 
convenient. But Blind Spot 
Warnings in the HUD is a com¬ 
pletely other thing — it really 
changes the way you drive in 
traffic. You never have to turn 
your head! You’re always look¬ 
ing down the road and when 
vehicles come in and out of 
your rear-flank blinds spots, 
you get a polite, little visual 
notice in the HUD. 

I found this really reduced 
the stress of having to deal 
with other vehicles on the 
highway. I only attempted 
lane changes when I knew 
it was “all clear” and I never 
spent time looking and 
craning for gaps that never 
existed. And when I changed 
lanes, I changed with confi¬ 
dence. I always confirmed 
with shoulder checks, but no 
one was there when I did. It’s 
a simple, brilliant, little piece 
of technology. 

The only caveat is that it 
frees up part of the driving 
brain. This should be useful, 
but most times you just start 
having Seinfeld moments, 
and wonder about stuff that 
doesn’t really help mankind, 
like why is breakfast sausage 
typically thinner than regular 
sausage? 

I’m sure we’ll see this 
technology trickle down to 
vehicles costing less than the 
$72,229 Equus Ultimate. It’s 
always happened before, with 
other useful technologies. 
Witness cigarette lighters, 
cruise, heated seats, air bags, 
ABS, etc. 



But keep your eye on the 
Google Glass. It could be the 
wild card in the vehicle HUD 
stoiy, as it seems bent on be¬ 
coming the HUD of choice for 
eveiything.

It’s every motorist’s worst 
nightmare: your car breaks 
down while you’re driving, 
or you’re involved in a col¬ 
lision. 

You’re stopped, but other 
traffic isn’t, and now you have 
to woriy not just about your 
vehicle, but also your safety 
around other ones. 

“Try to pull your car off 
to the side of the road as 
quickly as you can, and as 
safely as possible,” says 
Silvana Aceto, media 
consultant for CAA South 
Central Ontario. “It’s a 
stressful situation, but 
don’t panic, and try to stay 
calm.” 

In a breakdown, turn on 
your four-way flashers to 
warn other drivers, even if 
you’re able to get off the 
road. 

Note exactly where you 
are so you can call and 
direct a tow truck to your 
location, using such clues 
as the intersection, highway 
exits or kilometre markers, 
or landmarks such as shop¬ 
ping plazas or restaurants. 

Whether it’s safer to 
remain inside or outside 
your car will depend on 
the situation, Aceto says,

but if you choose to get 
out, watch for oncoming 
vehicles, especially at night 
or in bad weather. 

Don’t stand directly be¬ 
hind or in front of your 
vehicle, in case someone 
runs into it. 

Never cross the high¬ 
way, as vehicles are moving 
much faster than they ap¬ 
pear, and you can’t properly 
judge the distance. 

In a collision, assess if 
anyone is hurt and needs 
immediate medical assist¬ 
ance. Then, if it’s safe to do 
so, move the vehicles off 
the road. 

Be very cautious and stay 
off the road, since “rubber¬ 
necking” drivers staring at 
the crash may not see you 
in front of them. 

Write down or snap a 
photo of the other vehicle’s 
license plate; if the driver 
takes off, you have a record 
of it. In Ontario, collisions 
that exceed $1,000 in dam¬ 
age must be reported to the 
police. 

It’s a good idea to keep 
a notebook and pen in your 
glovebox. Make a note of 
important details, such as 
the time of the crash, the 
weather, the position of 
the cars, and if traffic lights 



were red or green. 

Get the other driver’s 
information, including 
name, driver’s license 
number, insurance details 
and the names and phone 
numbers of any witnesses. 

Be sure to forward these 
to your insurance company 
when you’re reporting the 
collision. 


Take precautions 


• Go online. CAA has free downloadable checklists, to help with collisions or breakdowns, at caasco.ca. 

• Fighting solves nothing. Don't argue with the other driver in a collision. If he or she becomes agitated, 
sit in your vehicle with the doors locked until the police arrive. 

• Maintenance is key. You can help avoid breakdowns by keeping your car well-maintained and by 
repairing problems promptly.
